Strike Called on Kennecott for Thursday 

SALT LAKE CITY, Aug. 2—(UP)—The Internationa] Union 
of Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers (CIO) tonight called a strike 
for Thursday morning at mines and mills owned by the giant 
Kennecott Copper Corporation in three Western States. 

In a statement issued here tonight, the Union set 6 a. m. Aug. 5 
as the deadline for a strike against Kennecott properties in Utah, 
Nevada and New Mexico. The strike would cut off about one- 
third of the nation’s copper production. 

The Union said the action was “forced” on it by the Company, 
which had rejected “all reasonable efforts by mine-mill workers 
te provide a basis for peaceful settlement of the collective bargain- 
ing differences existing between this Union and the Company.” 

The strike would affect some 4,500 members of the Union, 
according to the Union statement.

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The Blame Is on Congress 


While Republicans seem to be quite 
happy over the course of the Congress, 
only time will reveal the attitude of the 
people.

Mr. Dulles Goes to Washington 


WASHINGTON—In the present condition of rancid political partisanship, it is both astonishing 
and exciting that bi-partisanship in foreign policy should be going from strength to strength. The 
approach of the leaders of both major parties was simply expressed by Sen. Arthur H. Vanden- 
berg, at one of the meetings to decide Republican strategy for the Special Session. A crypto-isola- 
tionist Republican leader urged making an issue of the Berlin crisis. 


bluntly, “that would be treason.” 

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey heartily supported 
Sen. Vandenberg at that time. And recently, 
his determination to present a united front to 
the world on the Berlin and other issues was 
given still more practical expression, when his 
chief personal adviser on foreign policy, John 
Foster Dulles, visited Washington. On Friday, 
Dulles and Undersecretary of State Robert A. 
Lovett in fact laid out an agreed system of bi- 


- partisan co-operation, designed to hold up even 


in the stress of the campaign. 


To be sure, there had been no inter- 
ruption in bi-partisanship, even during the 
rather sour hangover of the two conven- 
tions. Until Sen. Vandenberg left Wash- 
ington for Michigan, just before the Demo- 
cratic gathering at Philadelphia, Secretary 
of State George C. Marshall and Under- 
secretary Lovett were in daily touch with 
him. When Vandenberg ceased to be 
available, information was channeled to 
Dulles in New York, and Dulles was regu- 
larly consulted in Vandenberg’s place. 


Thus the intention to maintain bi-partisan- 
ship had already been plainly indicated by 
President Truman, Sec. Marshall and Under- 
secretary Lovett, long before Dulles’ visit to the 
capital on Friday. Gov. Dewey for his part had 
already publicly disclosed his attitude by his 
statement on Berlin, as well as by his repres- 
sion of the Republican crypto-isolationist plans 
to make the Special Session even more of a 
Walpurgis-night than it actually is. There was 
no great issue for Dulles to negotiate with 
Lovett on Friday; the desire on both sides was 
just to have everything perfectly clear. 


The new agreement, furthermore, only 
slightly alters the relationship that has long ex- 
isted. Sen. Vandenberg will continue to be 
consulted almost daily until he leaves for 
Europe—if he decides to resume this interrupt- 
ed project. When and if Vandenberg is away, 
Dulles will replace him as before. The sole 
modification, made by Sen. Vandenberg’s own 
wish, is that he will no longer speak for the 
Republican Party when any question assumes 
great urgency and importance. In these cir- 
cumstances, Dulles will be brought in even if 
Vandenberg is available, as being the personal 
representative of the Republican Party’s leader 
and candidate, Gov. Dewey. 


This businesslike understanding, worked out 


“But,” said Sen. Vandenberg 


in the bitter phase of the campaign, is particu- 
larly reassuring after all the calumity-howling 
on this subject. In any case, Dulles’ previous 
participation in bi-partisanship should have re- 
assured the Democratic alarmists as to the in- 
tentions of Gov. Dewey. And as to those who 
have hinted that President Truman was enough 
of a monster to start a war in order to re-elect 
himself, they were equally blind to facts. 


The truth is that the President leaves the . 
whole task of formulating foreign policy to Sec. 
Marshall, Undersecretary Lovett and Sec. of 
Defense James V. Forrestal. Without excep- 
tion, he has accepted the recommendations of 
these men and their staffs on all issues but 
Palestine. If the President has sometimes dealt 


with Palestine with politics in mind. so have 
the Republicans. And it must be added that 
since the Palestine question has become so dan- 
gerous, both sides have shown considerably 
more caution in their dealings with it. 


What is almost more important, it can 
now be stated on high authority that bi- 
partisanship will continue after the elec- 
tion, no matter who wins. With Gov. 
Dewey’s victory so probable, some have 
feared that the Republicans, flushed with 
triumph and supported by large Congres- 
sional majorities, would destroy bi-parti- 
sanship by failing to consult the Demo- 
crats on foreign policy matters. Perhaps 
the practical fact that Gov. Dewey, Mr. 
Dulles and Sen. Vandenberg will still have 
trouble with the Republican crypto-isola- 
tionists, has something to do with it. At 
any rate, Dewey, Dulles and Vandenberg 
have already agreed that bi-partisanship 
must continue, even if the White House 
changes hands.

Youre Buying-- 


About all those potatoes you've been. buy- 
ing 
Yes, I know—the doctor put you on a diet 
and you don’t eat potatoes—save now and then when you just 
reach over and have a forkful when no one is looking. 
But all of us who pay taxes are buying potatoes. Lots of potatoes. 
Millions of bushels of them. They never appear in our vegetable 
bins, and we never see them. But we buy them. 


Their story helps explain why the cost of living problem is 
not one to be answered entirely by new laws. 


We have farm price laws. We have them because in- 
dustry has them, too. Industry gets “protection” by 
They prevent goods from other countries from com- 


Potatoes 


tariff laws. 
peting. 


So, the farmers have, and’ ought to have, protection. 


Legislation requires the Government to keep prices of all im- 
portant farm crops at 90 percent of “parity.” Parity is the price 
the Government calculates, according to formula set up by con- 
gressional legislation, the farmer should get for his crop to give 
him the same purchasing power he had in a base period. The base 
period for pctatoes is from 1919 to 1928. 


As the farmer's costs go up, so does parity—and the Govern- 
ment price support follows automatically. 


S So every basic crop is supported. That is why a bump- 
upport er wheat crop, with great surpluses, won’t reduce 
bread costs very much. If wheat falls below “parity,” the Govern- 
ment buys wheat. 


Sugar would be well below what it is if we could bring in 
unlimited amounts of Cuban sugar. But when sugar prices fall 
below a certain price, we reduce imports to keep the price up. 


So we come to the present illustration of potatoes. 


To date a good $10,000,000 has been spent to buy surplus pota- 
toes to keep them from breaking the price market. By September 
the Government expects to have to buy about 22,000,000 bushels 
of 1948 potatoes. Last year the Government bought about 34,000,- 
000 bushels at a total cost of about $50,000,000. The total this 
year might reach 45,000,000 bushels. 


This year’s “parity” requires the Government to pay about $1.55 
a bushel for the potatoes. 


All taxpayers are buying potatoes and we soon will be buying 
wheat to keep bread prices up. 


Farmer But keep in mind that back of all this is the farmer. He 

has to gamble against weather—freezes, drouths, too 
much rain—pests and the markets. We taxpayers also pay good 
prices to protect industrial products. The farm laws need revision, 
but the farmer isn't getting a better deal than others in the business 
of producing what the people must have. 


So, because we are buying potatoes, we taxpayers are going 
into the flour business. Uncle Sam is going to sell his potatoes— 
our potatoes—at what he can get for them. At present that is 
about nine cents a bushel. 


So, a midget industry—the potato flour industry—is booming. 
Not only is the Government going to sell potatoes cheap, but 
the Government also is going to buy almost half a million pounds 
of the flour at about $25 per 100 pounds. The Army will use it 
to feed, through ERP, Germans and others. 


There will be a lot of this flour on the domestic market. It is 
good flour. Mixed with wheat flour, it produces a bread which 
keeps longer anda is of good flavor. It helps out pancake mixes. 
Potato-flour pancake mix is popular and long has been in the 
Middle West.

But it is going to be expensive flour to the taxpayers.

Ch It would save the Government—the taxpayers—a lot 
eaper of money—several million dollars, in fact—if these 
potatoes could simply be destroyed instead of being sold in this 
fashion.

Why, because we taxpayers won’t let the Government do it. In 
1946, to save money, the Government gave away all the potatoes 
that hospitals, orphans’ homes and the like would take, and then 
burned or buried the rest. They were saving money.

A Brush With Sudden Death 


TATE MOUNTAIN—AIl afternoon the storm had been building up. At noon, 
when nearly always before a little breeze had cooled and tempered the heat of 
the sun, the air was close and muggy and the sun did not burn hot and clear, 
but through a little haze. It was hot on the trail—above the house and in the 
deep shade of the woods there was no coolness. There was a breathless hush, and 

a buzzing of many gnats, and a heat that shrouded like a blanket that had been steamed and 
wrapped about the head. We walked up the long slope from the Dawsonville Highway, to the 
woods road that runs along the ridge, and then down the ridge a mile or so to the old ranger sta- 
tion, where there is a high watchtower, now falling into decay.

face was seen as through a veil. - 


But it seemed a long way off, and we didn’t 
hurry, but sat there a long time, looking off 
into the blue distance, out over the hills. Then 
we came down and walked the road back, 
leisurely, stopping to pick blackberries and eat 
them, and examining the track of the crippled 
doe—the one with the spread fore-foot, where 
it showed in the soft earth where the road dipped 
into the shallow saddles that gave to the ridge 
top the undulation of the sea. 


We walked slowly, the small kids beginning 
to fret a little, wanting often to rest, feeling 
tired and hot. And the storm moved slowly, too, 
for we had left the ridge road and had turned 
into the woods and were moving down the trail 
through the woods, through the fern and the 
little poplars, and the locust, and the sassafrass 
and the little chestnuts that come up, hopefully, 
around the stumps of the old blighted chestnuts 
and which themselves soon will also blight 

‘and die. 


Then suddenly it was very dark in the 
woods, and the first rain began to fall. 
And then the thunder came, and the great 
white flashes of the lightning. The light- 
ning was bright in the dark woods, and the 
thunder was a great crashing, and we 
moved along the trail in the road of the 
storm, the woods now dark, now light, now 
silent but for the beating of the rain, now 
loud with the great beating drums of the 
thunder. 


We came out on the high bank of the road 
and there was a lull for a moment when the 
rain died to a pattering on the leaves, and the 
thunder died and there was no lightning. And 
it seemed that maybe we could get home, down 
the long open meadow of the old golf course. 
But I was a little afraid, having read all these 
stories of golfers being killed by lightning and I 
thought for a moment it would be best to stay 
in the woods. Then I looked up and saw that 
above us were the tall trees along the side of 
the road, and that is not good either, to be under, 
or near, a tall tree in time of lightning. So, 
something like a mother duck, I suppose, leading 
her brood, I led the two of them down the bank 
and across the road to where the golf course 
began, heading for the thicket of low bushes 
that had grown up along the edges, hoping to 
travel along in these low bushes, out of the 
open, and at the same time under no tall trees. 
Which maybe was a reasonable thing. 


But as we crossed the little open space that 
marked the head of the old golf course, headed 
for the bushes, there was a great dancing of fire 
in the sky, a white light that seemed to crackle 
about our heads everywhere at once. And with 
it, simultaneously, the greatest crashing, roar- 
ing, bellowing, shrieking, howling, bang of thun- 
der I have ever heard or ever want to hear. 


And I went about four feet in the air, 
all doubled up, and turned to look as I 
leaped and there was my son John also 
clear of the earth about two feet, with 
his eyes the size of two fried eggs, and my 
son Skip, formerly Knotty, who is a more 


deliberate type, standing flatfooted with 
his mouth ajar and a look of blank won- 
.~der on his smoosh. And the next thing I 
knew I was sprawled headlong in a briar 
patch, hugging the earth where the water 
ran in little rivers and the two of them 
had dived into the briars behind me like 
two small rabbits.

And we lay there, hugging the earth, while 
the lightning and the thunder flashed and roared 
drunkenly along the ridge-tops and up ahd down 
the valley until finally the other two, who had 
gone on ahead and had begun to run at the 
first rain, came back in the car to look for 
the bodies. They had been 300 yards further 
on, nearly home, when the big bolt hit, and 
they were sure it had hit us, and we were 
sure it had hit them, and there was great re- 
joicing as we lunged out of the briar patch 
and dived into the car and pulled on up the 
golf course, the wheels spinning on the wet grass, 
and onto the highway. 

As we drove down the highway in the pour- 
ing rain, above us on the high bank we saw the 
tall poplar that the big flash-bang had struck. 
It must have been 60 feet high, but the top of 
it was blown off and hurled away, and of the 
standing tree a 15-foot section was split into a V, 
and then the lightning had gone in beneath 
the bark, and down the side of the tree, split- 
ting off a six-inch strip all the way to the 
ground. And the white splinters were lying 
along the road, some in strips 20 feet long, for 
250 feet or more. 

I went back later, on a clear day, just to 
confirm what I thought I saw in the brief 
glimpse I got as we sped by in the rain. There 
was a shower of splinters on the road, along 
with the bigger strips, and these splinters looked 
as if they had been chewed. They had disin- 
tegrated until they did not look so much like 
wood as like shredded asbestos. And the light- 
ning had come down the tree and into the 
ground, plowing up the earth at the foot of the 
tree as it followed the roots into the earth. 
And for 10 feet around, the little bushes were 
killed, and the fronds of the ferns were seared, 
though on the body of the tree was no mark 
of heat or flame at all. Just the white wood 
split and shredded away. 


But strangely the strips, though they 
had been torn from the moist heart of a 
living tree, heavy with sap, were as dry 
as if they had been seasoned in a kiln. 
And the close-clinging bark of the big 
tree was loose all around, so loose that 
you could pull it away from the bole of 
the tree with your hands. 


It would have taken the labor of many men, 
working many days, to have done to the tree 
the damage that the lightning had done in a 
millionth of a second. 

And this may sound craven, but I don’t care— 
the next time lightning like that starts reeling 
and lurching around the mountains I am going 
to head for home and crawl under the bed 
and stay there.

NEW YORK—lIf Felix Frankfurter had taken only the part that a Supreme Court Justice nor- 
mally takes in the social and intellectual life of Washington, there would be no interest in his influ- 
ence on the character and the political direction of the American Government, at home and abroad. 
No written requirement forbids a Justice to do any of the things Frankfurter did. He had a right to 
plant his proteges, friends, stooges or political and ideological agents wherever he could. He had a 
legal right to plant them in the War Department where he finaily did put in his old friend, Henry 
L. Stimson, as Secretary at the age of 73, first jostling Harold Ickes and Frank Murphy out of the way.

He had a legal right to recommend and see to 
the placement of men who were, to his mind and 
for his purposes, valuable servants of the Gov- 
ernment in the State Department and in the 
agencies Which absolutely rule the radio industry 
under a policy saturated with Communism. He 
had this right, but such interference certainly was 
unusual and unbecoming. And, by the standards 
of many Americans, it was unethical. 


Frankfurter was a judge up to his eyes in 
politics. He was pushing, shoving, elbowing 
into business that was no proper affair of 
any man sitting on the Supreme Court. For- 
eign relations were none of his business. War 
strategy was none of his business. He was 
an intimate social friend and ideological com- 
rade of Roosevelt and an avowed partisan of 
much of Roosevelt’s violent philosophy of 
government, often expressed in riots ap- 
proaching wild insurrection. 


Roosevelt was, in the most practical sense, 

a litigant in many cases coming before the court. 
His opponents were not mere adversaries in legal 
ings but political and social devils. Frank- 

furter could call on the one litigant, Roosevelt, 
wheedle favors out of him on the pretext of public 
service, as in his selection of Stimson to be Secre- 
tary of War, and accept his hospitality on yacht- 
ing trips, a touch of high-life that few judges 
could afford. But a litigant on the other side 
couldn’t approach Frankfurter and an invitation 
to dinner, even without the company of the fast 
babes that others provided for their guests. That 
would have been mighty like contempt of court. 


Frankfurter was an old friend of Harold 
Laski, the English irritant who came over here 
to lecture at Harvard and, finally, after years of 
squirming on the issye of Communism, was 
scotched in a lawsuit which was decisive.. Laski 
denied that he was a Communist. In this case, 
however, he tried to mulct an English paper for 
saying he had counseled or given countenance to 
the use of violence for the achievement of politi- 
cal purposes. Laski lost. In the lack of any 
provable statement to the contrary by Frank- 
furter, it must be legally assumed that he does 
not think alike with his friend, Laski, in that 
particular. In broad political terms, however, 
they seem to have much in common. Laski’s 
program has now reduced the British to hunger 
ana tatters. 


David K. Niles, formerly Neihaus, the White 
House confidential agent who trod a silent, 
shadowy course through the intrigues and rival- 
ries of the palace plotters, was the third member 
of a congenial trio. The public never has been 
told who put Niles, or Neihaus, into this job. In 
ideology he was another Frankfurter man, so 
even if Frankfurter didn’t plant him he could 
have had no objection. , 

If Frankfurter did not write certain of the 
fateful speeches of his man, Stimson, which 
guided the Americans, toward war, he easily 
might have. They expressed the views and pur- 
poses of the administration of which he surely 
was an influential member and the man who 
uttered them was selected by Frankfurter for 
the job with confident knowledge of his convic- 
tions and plans. 


Old newsreels show Frankfurter and his man, 


Stimson, leaving the ceremony together after 
Stimson took the oath. 

It makes no difference whether other person- 
alities, whether Eleanor the Great or parasites 
loading canapes and cocktails at the brawls, re- 
ceived more notice than Frankfurter in the 
memoirs of the last few years. He may not be 
high man but he certainly got his share of men- 
tion in the index columns under “F.” That is a 
measure of a person’s prominence and activity, 
propriety or the reverse. 

We have observed that Ickes, a friendly wit- 
ness, conceded that Stimson was Frankfurter’s 
man. 


In Jim Farley’s story, made melodious by 
the Irish poet, Walter Trohan, Farley says 
that on Dec. 28, 1938, President Roosevelt 
casually accused Frankfurter of conduct 
which surely revolts the decency of men with 
a proper regard for the Supreme Court. 
Here is one office which surely should seek 
the man, But Frankfurter knew what power 
lay in the warrant of a Justice and Farley 
writes that Roosevelt said to him: “Felix 
Frankfurter wants to get on (the Supreme 
Court) in the worst way. Some months ago 
I had to tell him I just couldn’t appoint him 
for many reasons.” 


One reason was that Roosevelt thought the 
job should go to a Western man. The other was 
that “I couldn’t appoint another Jew” until Louis 
D. Brandeis should die or resign. In that state- 
ment to Frankfurter, Roosevelt, the apostle of 
purity, meanly truckled to geography, or section- 
alism, the domestic equivalent of “racial origin,” 
and, with the superb cynicism of which he was 
master, blandly told one of his craftiest disciples 
that religion, not ability, integrity or honor, was 
to be a second consideration but of equal impor- 
tance. Even today the whole country is em- 
broiled by the attempt of both parties to render 
illicit the very principles which Roosevelt here 
invoked toward the higher judicial] office. What 
would Frankfurter say about a miscreant convict- 
ed of rejecting a six-foot Negro show girl for a 
chorus line of five-foot blondes? He would hang 
him, of course, for racia] discrimination. 


About a week later, Roosevelt did appoint 
Felix. Now he could really bore from within. 


On page 341, Farley says Cordell Hull, though 
he was Secretary of State, had not been consulted 
about the choice of John G. Winant to be Am- 
bassador to Great Britain. This was in March, 
1941, long after Frankfurter might have been 
expected to get out of politics. 


Farley says that Hull remarked to him: 
“I attribute the appointment (of Winant) to 
those I call the social welfare group. I’m 
sure Frankfurter was instrumental in bring- 
ing about the appointment.” . 


Ickes remarked in his memoirs that he thought 
Stimson might have been a better Secretary of 
State than Hull. In that case, he thought, “Harry 
Hopkins would not have had the run of the 
place,” meaning the State Department, “and 
even Roosevelt *would have realized who was 
Secretary of State.”

The fans have 
a right to boo anybody they hire and to stay away from the games 
if they don’t like the way things are run. But they have no right 
to tell the management who to hire, any more than you would to 
select the neighbcrhood grocer’s delivery boy. 

Consequently, if by any chance Detroit officials are con- 
sidering Cuyler as a manager, the petition will hurt a lot 
more than it will help. 

Nobody knows this better than Ki. 

“All this is very embarrassing,” he said, “and I hope everybody 
understands that I had nothing whatsoever to do with any petition 
and that it is being circulated without my knowledge.” 

Still Has Job Of course, all this suggests that Cuyler still has a 

job with the Atlanta club, at least for the re- 
mainder of the season. 

The report has been published that he will not be back 
next year. It was neither confirmed nor denied by Pres. Earl 
Mann, very probably because Mann himself doesn’t know the 
answer. 

However, chances are that Ki won’t return. His task of trying 
to win with an inadequate ball club has resulted in catcalls and 
boos from the fans and consequently his job hasn’t been the most 
pleasant in the league. 

When things reach this state in baseball, the manager 
usually moves on, either by request or choice. His ability to 
handle a club doesn’t enter the picture. 

There is no doubt of Ki’s ability as a manager, despite the opin- 
ions of some bleacherites, one of whom remarked, “If they circulate 
that petition to send him to Detroit here in Atlanta, they’ll get more 
signatures than they will in Michigan.” 

Baseball men don’t respect such opinions and frequently 
when a manager leaves one minor league job, he moves on 
to a better one. 

The case of Paul Richards, a former Cracker pilot, is a* good 
example.

‘WOMEN CAN GET ACTION 


National Meat Boycott 
Justifiable, Says Dealer 


By LENNA McKINLEY 
The women of Dallas, Texas, and Atlanta are not alone 
in their feeling that meat prices are out of kilter and must 
be adjusted to the average housekeeper’s budget possibili- 


ties. 
Jan Hoppe, President of the 


Georgia Food Dealers Associa- 
tion, feels that they have every 
right to go pn a meat-buying 
strike, as Mrs. R. D. Vaughn, 
President of the Dallas Women’s 
Chamber of Commerce, has pro- 
posed for the week of Aug. 9. 
But he says that such a move 
would do no good unless it is 


nationwide. 

“Retail meat dealers agree 
heartily with housewives that 
meat prices are too high,” he 
said. 

“But we can do nothing about 
it as long as we have to pay 
the packers such scandalous 
prices. In my own stores, for 
-jnstance, I am making no profit 
on meat now, because there has 
been a definite decline in sales 
for the past three months. The 
little margin we had allowed 
ourselves has vanished as meat 
sales have dropped. 

“Meat prices are controlled by 
eight big packing concerns over 
the country. They must come 
down before retail dealers can 
reduce their prices. So, can’t 
you see that buying strikes in 
isolated sections can do no good? 
The movement must be general 
so that all the packers will feel 
the boycott and do something to 
adjust prices.” 

was pointed out that 
Prices on meat had begun to 
adjust to'a fair average pre- 
vious to the 


—- 


among packinghouse employ- 
ees.. The housewife could 
then buy average meat at 75 
cents a pound. Now she is 
paying 90 cents a pound for 
the same average meat. 

“The packers have their side 
of the question, too,” Hoppe 
pointed out. “Undoubtedly they 
had to raise salary scales to set- 
tle the strikes, which necessi- 
tated an up in meat prices. But 
if they can do nothing about it, 
I see no solution except govern- 
mént subsidization of the pack- 
ing industry. The packers don’t 
want that, but certainly it is 
preferable to Government own- 
ership, which is the way Russia 
handles such problems. 


“One thing the packers them- 
selves could do to help the sit- 
uation would be to plan some 
concerted action of their own. 
If they would decide how much 
they as a group could afford to 
pay for meat, instead of bidding 
against one another in the open 
market and running prices up, 
the housewife here in Atlanta 
would soon see a difference. 


“IT am glad to hear that the 
Atlanta Woman’s Chamber of 
Commerce and the Women’s Di- 
vision of the Consumers Coun- 
cil are planning to meet tonight 
to take a stand on the question.” 
Hoppe emphasized. “I just hope 
women all over the country will 
become sufficiently aroused to 
make it unanimous. . That would 
produce results, I am sure.”
